In 1942. the de­ 
pression has dissolved. WPA has dwindled to a 
shadow. Jobs are hunting men again. Billions ars 
being spent like millions.

UBLIC criticism of th# navy 
department’s conduct of the 
anti-submarine

pressed only by laymen—by con­ 
gressmen, newspaper writers and 
other civilians. Thus it must appear 
ss if tbs amateurs were cruising 
the professionals. 
This Is, however, only the appear­ 
ance of things, made necessary by 
the obvious and proper rule that 
officers and public officials cannot, 
in time of war, argue out their dif­ 
ferences in public. 
There can be no deviation from 
this rule. But adherence to the 
rule should not lead the people 
to think that si! criticism of the 
navy department in this highly 
technical and 
professional 
field 
originates in the uninformed imag­ 
ination of amateurs, laymen, ignore 
amuses, and Monday morning quar­ 
terbacks. Ii Just doesn’t. 
It would be infinitely better, of 
course, .if there were no public 
criticism of so critically important 
a matter as th# conduct of a naval 
campaign. Now there is a provi 
aion In our constitutional system 
under which, if fully used, the 
public criticism of commanders in 
time of war could be dispensed 
with. 
It is the provision by which, 
even in time of war, the service 
departments operate under civilian 
chiefs who are also members of 
the cabinet. When this system is 
in the hands of civilians of the 
stature of the great secretaries— 
Root, Taft, Baker, Stimson—there 
exists a normal, orderly way in 
which professional criticism within 
the cervices can, without scandal 
or public uproar, exercise the prop­ 
er Influence.

ty, Oklahoma, who was convicted 
once of stealing chickens and twice 
of armed robbery and ordered in 
1937 to be sterilized. 
The court pointed out that Okla­ 
homa treats larceny and embezzle­ 
ment the same as far as fines and 
prison terms are concerned and 
that if Skinner had embezzled the 
chickens as an employe of the own­ 
er instead of stealing them as a 
stranger, he would not have been 
subject to sterilization. 
This situation, said the majority 
decision by Justice Douglas, vio­ 
lates the 14th amendment to the 
Constitution which guarantees all 
citizens equal protection of the 
laws. There was no dissent, but 
Chief Justice Stone and Justice 
Jackson wrote separate concurring 
opinions. 
Wage-Hour Ruling Given 
In another decision the court 
held, 8 to I. that the wage-hour 
law, with Its minimum pay and 
maximum hour requirements, ap­ 
plies to elevator operators, porters 
and other service and maintenance | 
employes of buildings which house I 
companies engaged in interstate j 
commerce. 
Justice Roberts dissented, saying 
that "the power of congress does j 
not reach the purely local activities 
in question ” 
The act applies to employes "en­ 
gaged In (Interstate) commerce or 
in the production of goods for com­ 
merce" and specifies workers shall 
be deemed to be employed In pro­ 
ducing goods for interstate com­ 
merce if employed "In any process 
or occupation necessary to the pro­ 
duction thereof, In any etate.” 
The court ruled that a three- 
judge federal court In New York 
bad acted incorrectly in dismiss­ 


ing suits by the National Broad­ 
casting Co., Inc., and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, Inc., to en­ 
join the federal communications 
Commission from enforcing restric­ 
tions on chain broadcasting. 
Chief Justice 
Stone delivered 
the 5-to-3 opinion holding that the 
companies had a right to a court 
review of the commission’s order. 
Justices Frankfurter, Reed and 
Douglas 
dissented 
and 
Justice 
Black did not participate. 
Attorneys for the companies as­ 
serted the FCC regulations barring 
exclusive contracts with affiliated 
stations already had caused the 
networks "drastic damage.” 
The Mutual Broadcasting Sys­ 
tem, Inc., intervened in the liti­ 
gation on the side of the FCC. 
In a 4-to-2 decision the court 
ruled the federal district court at 
South Bend, Ind., had acted cor­ 
rectly in continuing until Jan. I, 
1943, a consent decree restraining 
the Chrysler Corp. from acquiring 
an interest in any automobile fi­ 
nance company.

Bach apartm ent or house has 
its own utility room where an au- 
tornado 
gas furnace, hot w ater 
heater and stationary wash tubs 
a rs locsted. 
An ample electric refrigerator 
and compact modern stove are 
furnished and built-in cupboards 
line the kitchen walls. 
Mr. Schulte explain* that th* 
walls purposely have been left un­ 
painted until the homes "settle" 
and th* plaster has been retouch­ 
ed. 
Then tile tenants probably will 
have their pick of about five col­ 
ors and the paint will be applied. 
Screens, screen doors and storm 
doors sr* furnished. 
Plenty Of Cleeet Space 
There’ll be no housewives moan­ 
ing about lack of closet space for 
th ere are specious built-in linen 
closet* and clothes closets which 
easily could hold a bed.

A seven-room school building, es­ 
timated to cost 955,000, will be 
ready for the fall term In Sep­ 
tember,

bouse offices, 
a 
kitchen, email 
stage and health room. 
A maintenance building denotes 
the entrance to the project. This 
structure contains the office of 
the hooting manager. Mr. Schulte:

hall and offices of the bookkeeper, 
clerks, maintenance man, assi«t- 
ants and janitor. 
The large recreation hall on the 
ground floor may be separated 
into two private rooms by drawing 
together massive yellow pine doors.

The declarations of w ar against 
these three minor Axis partners is 
expected to be more or less of a 
formality, adding them officially to 
the list of countries with which the 
United States now is at war. So 
far, this government has declared 
war on Japan, Germany and Italy. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s mention of plans 
for en extension of military acti­ 
vities by Bulgaria. Hungary and 
Rumania 
was without am plifica­ 
tion.

Ladies in Canadian Women’s Army Got Jump On Ours

ONDERING 
what 
America’s 
new women’s arm y will be 
like? 
You can learn a thing or two 
from Major Joan Kennedy, head 
of Canada's Women’s Army Corps. 
Major Kennedy made a recent 
visit to New York. When She and 
her staff assistant, Cept. Phyllis 
Lee-Wright, passed through Grand 
Central station they caused more 
craning of necks than a visiting 
movie queen. Every passing eye 
took in their natty, brass-buttoned, 
khaki hued uniforms. 
W hat Major Kennedy said was 
of great interest too—especially 
to women who may soon be in 
arm y uniform themselves. 
Can Bs Good Soldiers 
“Women 
have 
adapted 
them ­ 
selves splendidly to military pro­ 
cedure and arm y life,” she told 
me. “They get on well with the 
men. 
And 
the 
men 
have 
wel­ 
comed them, for they are glad to 
be freed of such Jobs as cooking 
and clerking and get out on ac­ 
tive service.” 
Then he gave a graphic picture 
of Canadian women’s arm y life as 
her corps of 2,800 knows it. The 
one-time stenographers, waitresses, 
lawyers, and dietitians begin their 
recruit service with a 20-day train­ 
ing in squad drill, map reading, 
first aid, protection against gas, 
physical 
training, 
military 
pro­ 
cedure and army discipline and 
law. 
That finished, they are given 
any special training required for 
their Jobs and then stationed at 
any one of 200 array posts or train ­ 
ing centers. They do stenographic 
work, cook in commissaries, w ait 
table in mes* hail, care for stores 
of uniforms and ammunition, drive 
staff cars and light trucks. They 
draw two-thirds of a soldier’s pay 
and most of them live in army bar­ 
racks. They are up at 6:15 rev­ 
eille. 
Officers may doff uniforms and 
don frills for an evening engage­ 
ment, lf they wish. But not the 
rank and file. When they have a 
date with the boy friend, they go 
in uniform. Officers can wear silk 
stockings, too, but the ranks get 
there in lisle.

through the censorship, 
•Then last fall the author re­ 
turned to Urie country, and sat 
himself down to write a series of 
glaces on Occupied Franoe, one of 
the beat such efforts any return­ 
ing correspondent ha* made.

dressed up, and emerges as a book. 
The book bas been ready

returning correspondents and dip- 
lomata were exchanged safely and 
in Lisbon. For obvious reasons. 
Out of this story of how French­ 
men and Gormans lira together 
unhappily several matters emerge. 
One is the impossibility of per­ 
suading th* French to collaborate; 
90 percent are against collabora­ 
tion, and many of these are, Mr. 
Porter believes, only waiting for 
waapone to take their part in driv­ 
ing out the Nasls. 
Another matter, dos* to the 
French character, is the Impossi­ 
bility of making the German reg­ 
ulations “stick". Under the nose of 
tho Nails, French peasants eat 
w hit they wish, and smuggle food 
to their relatives. Even the Ger- 
m ins Connive with the French 
d ren ch Jews, too) to circumvent 
the gauleiter’s rules. 
A third rather delicate question 
let the relationship of de Gaulle’s 
forces to the homeland; Mr. Por­ 
ter says the French do not like 
the idea of Frenchmen fighting 
Frenchmen, even though the pre­ 
judice may at times be a little far­ 
fetched and academie. 
But the most controversial ma­ 
terial in the book is Mr. Porter’s 
estimate of Petain. Many feel the 
Marshal is making a great show of
